Our  Country. 

The  pramlure  of  our  national  domain, 
its  extont,  Nmnnw,  ami  growth,  won* 
the  subject  of  endless  nationaJ  eon^ratu. 
Jut  ions  a  quarter  of  a  century  ap».  We 
have  grown  wi.-nvr  now. 

We  talk  ortho  depressions  ii^  trade, 
the  massing  of  population;  the  burdens 
of  taxations,  and  the  greed  of  monopolies. 
Yesterday  patriotism  was  "born  in  the 
bloody  sweat  of  battle;  to-day  we  hesitate 
and  grow  faint  with  evidences  of  wealth 
and  prosperity  upon  every  side.  But, 
we  say,  responsibilities  have  increased, 
cares  have  multiplied;  necessities  have 
outstripped  even  our  euonnos  resources, 
and  the  problems  of  national  growth  are 
even  more  difficult  of  solution  than  Indore. 

Keform  of  the  civil  service,  control  of 
railroad  transportations  ami  mwnojiolies, 
and  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of 
the  workingmen,  threaten  as  much  evil 
as  the  vexed  quest  ions  oft  he  past.  When 
I>aniel  Webster  from  htadesk  hi  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States  pointed  out  the  dan- 
ges  of  accession,  and  predicted  war  as 
its  result,  the  nation  looked  on  more  with 
incredulity  than  dismay.  Another 
/  decade,  and  war  was  a  fact,  with  its  dire 
consequences.  Macaulay’s  fatuous  pre¬ 
diction  that  our  institutions  will  fail  when 
our  imputation  has  reached  oue-hundrod 
millions  or  more  may  not  be  entirely  un¬ 
just.  Permanence  is  a  word  of  degrees. 
Everything  looks  jieruiuiient  until  its 
secret  is  known.  A  rich  estate  appear: 
to.  woman  a  firm  and  la>thig  fact;  to  a 
merchant,  one  easily  created  out  of  any 
materials  and  easily  lost. 

Constitutions,  and  powers  may  fall  in 
the  shock  of  battle,  or  decay  with  the  dry- 
rot  of  general  neglect.  Vigorous  strength 
is  quality  of  growth.  Health  is  essential 
to  lilt*,  and  qbidicuce  to  nature  s  unfail¬ 
ing  laws  is  the  price  of  health. 

In  the  conduct  of  national  affairs  there 
are  no  sulistitutes.  The  patriotism,  jus¬ 
tice,  and  courage  of  the  past  may  serve 
as  a  model  for  the  present.  They  may 
not  take  their  place;  every  age  demands 
noble  deeds,  necessity  requires  the  vig¬ 
orous  growth  ol  national  honor,  cottager 
and  justice,  these  no  money  can  buy,  their 
absences  is  proof  positive  of  decay  ami 
rum.  A  great  nation  may  not  compare 
herself  with  a  small  one;  nor  may  she 
be  satisfied  with  the  conquests  of  her 
early  history,  each  access  of  power  brings 
new'  op]K>rtunities,  new  responsibilities, 
new  daugers.  To  meet  them  is  to  gain 
new  strength;  to  yield  is  to  heap  up 
humiliation,  defeat,  and  dark  dishonor. 
Such  principles  we  apply  to  the  petty 
■disputes  ut  each  days  polities.  A  small 
decadence  from  virtue  is  a  weakening  of 
the  nation’s  faith,  Us  morality, and  truth. 
The  petty  thieves  who  steal  bom  her 
treasury  injure  her  credit  at  home  and 
abroad,  cast  reproach  ujmju  her  character 
and  weaken  her  influence  among  the  no- 
tions. 

In  the  dark  hours  of  rebellion,  a  coin 
was  struck  with  the  motto:  *‘In  (Jod  we 
trust.  Its  homely  adage  should  also  be 
the  action  of  this  peaceful  time.  In  the 
word's  of  Webster,  we  say  that  if  we 
and  our  posterity  ^hall  be  true  to  the 
Christian  religion Jrtf  we  ami  they  shall 
live  always  in  the  I’eia^f  God,  and  shall 
respect  Ilis  commas Iments,  if  we  and 
they  shall  maintain  just  tuoral  sentiments, 
and  such  conscientious  convictions  of 
duty  as  shall  control  the  heart  and/lil’c, 
we  may  have  the  highest  liopes  of  the 
future  lbrtunes  of  our  country.  And  if 
wc  maintain  those  institutions  of  govern¬ 
ment,  and  that  political  union,  exceeding 
all  praise  as  much  as  it  exceeds  all  for¬ 
mer  examples  of  ixjlitical  associations, 
we  may  be  sure  of  one  thing,  that  while 
our  country  furnishes  materials  for  a 
thousand  masters  of  the  historic  act,  it 
will  aflbrd  no  topic  lor  a  Gibbon.  It 
will  have  no  decline  and  fall,  it  will  go 
on  prospering  and  to  prosper.

ISiuee-lhe  principal  reason  lor  desiring 
a  separation  arises  from  the  fact  that  we 
are  unable  to  agree  tqxm  a  plan  lor  pul e- 
lic  improvements,  we  think  it  will  In- 
plain  to  eyery  one  that  the  line  sitotild 
In.*  drawn,  as  nearly  as  jxissiblo,  at  the 
jx>int  where  t  hi."  dilleivnee  of  opinion  ex¬ 
ists,  that  is  to  say,  ut  the  point  where 
the  owners  of  property*  and  the  tax-pay¬ 
ers  approve  dl’  the  |*osition  taken  by 
Brookdale  on  this  question.  • 

A  yen  large  nipulier  ol  jn-ople  resid¬ 
ing  north  of  the  line  of  the  railroad  are 
heartily  in  syiitputliv  with  the  spirit  of 
progress  which  exists  in  the  lower  por¬ 
tion  of  the  town.  Tlie\  share  in  the  di¬ 
rect  benefits.  They  have  gas  in  their 
houses  and  in  their  streets,  and  the  wa¬ 
ter  and  public  hydrants  are  at  their  dimr. 
They  do  their  marketing  and  other  busi¬ 
ness  in  the  village,  they  attend  the  schools 
and  churches  in  the  village,  every  inter¬ 
est  they  have  in-town  is  bound  up  and 
identical  with  those  of  their  neighbors 
at  the  south  ol  the  railroad. 

It  would  lie  as  unjust  to  transfer  them 
to  Brookdale  as  it  would  bo  to  insist  on 
holding  Brookdale  within  the  township 
alter  they  desired  to  be  set  off. 

But  there  is  a  line  where  this  commu¬ 
nity  of  interest  almosl/nisapi»ears,  where 
those  north  of  it  piojicily  belong  to 
Brookdale  just  ak  those  south  of  it  prop, 
erly  belong  to  Bloomfield.  This  line  is 
the  one  fixed  by  the  township  committee 
in  1x73  as  the  northern  bdugdury  of  the 
lamp  district,  created  at  that  time.  It 
crosses  the  township  alxmt  two  hundred 
feet  north  of  Bay  Lane  and  includes  the 
Morris  neighborhood  as  it  is  called. 

Here  the  thickly  settled  portion  of 
the  township  cuds.  Here  begins  the 
farms  and  gardens  which  stretch  along 
until  the  borders  of  Passaic  County  are 
reached  and  from  there  onward  to  Pat¬ 
erson.  Gas  and  water,  and  paved  streets 
and  stoue  sidewalks  are  not  wanted 
here,  nor  do  the  jienplc  who  occupy 
those  farms  wish  to  be  taxed  to  pay  for 
them  where  they  are  not  wanted.  It 
is  probaldy  true  that  a  few  individuals 
who  live  south  of  Bay  Lane  might  pre¬ 
fer  to  go  off  with  Brookdale,  but  a 
large  majority  will  unquestionably  pre¬ 
fer  to  link  their  fortunes  with  Bloomfield. 
If  it  was  to  Ik*  expected  that  the  portion 
above  Bay,  Lane  would  soon  increase 
in  ]>opulation  and  require  the  same 
improvements  which  they  now  object 
to.  the  necessity  for  a  division  would 
not  be  so  great,  but  the  census  shows, 
and  every  one  can  see  that  this  is  not 
the  case. 

The  imputation  of  that  district  has 
increased  but  little  in  the  last  twenty 
years,  ami  the  present  tendency  there 
is  towards  larger  farms  which  means 
smaller  imputation.  It  will  lx*  in  the 
very  distant  future  that  they  will  want 
gas  and  water  ami  the  way  to  avoid 
taxation  for  such  luxuries  is  to  l>ceomc 
a  seperate  township.
